Here is just one example, which is the very first "verse" of the very first book of the

Yahuchanan/John 1:1-2: In the beginning was the Word, and the Word was with 

Alahym, and the Word was Alahym. 2: He was in the beginning with Alahym. 

(Remember the x-f in Barashyth/Genesis 1:1) 

Consider:

the First and the Last".

Note : The First and the Last are 
representative of the Alaph and Tu because the Alaph is the first letter of the Abary alaph 
byth and the tu is the final letter. 



The "Alaph and Tu" is the Mark or Signature of Yahusha found all throughout the older 
writings (old testament). Yahusha is the Alaph and the Tu! He has always been. 
I encourage all of Yahuah's "remnant", those returning, guarding and doing all His Word 
(Dabarym/Deut. 29:29; 30:1-3), whom He is gathering and giving eyes to see and ears to 
hear, to begin to study His Word in ha f Abary (the Hebrew) and petition Him for 
discernment and understanding because there is much to learn and discover (like the 
presence of Yahusha/Yahuah ATh and so much more!) that you will not find reading an 
English "bible" translation. Seek and you shall ?md...(Matt. 7:7/Lk. 11:9) 

We Should Believe His Witness and in His Name

and the proclamation of and belief in His Name.

ZakarYah/Zechariah 6:11-13 "And you shall take the silver and gold, make a crown, 
and set it on the head of owyis. the son of Yahutsadaq the great kahan, (12) and shall 
speak to him, saying, 'Thus said 1 Y 1^- Tsabauth, saying, "See, the Man whose name is 
the Branch! And from His place He shall branch out, and He shall build the Hykal of 
1 y 1 2- (13) "It is He who is going to build the Hykal of 1 Y 1 2- . It is He who is going to 
bear the splendour. And He shall sit and rule on His throne, and shall be a priest on His 
throne, and the counsel of shalum shall be between Them both," '

Acts 4:12: "And there is no deliverance in anyone else, for there is no other Name under 
the heaven given among men by which we need to be saved." 

Yahuchanan/1 John Alaph 3:23 

And this is His command, that we should believe in the Name of His Son owY12- 
Mashyach and love one another, as He gave us command. 

Yahusha is Yahuah f s offering for our sin/guilt for those who believe and 

guard to do His commands. 

Therefore, to deny Mashyach, you deny deliverance/salvation offered by Yahuah. 

Yahuah is our salvation and He chose to save us by offering His Son to make atonement 

for the sin/guilt of His people. It is impossible for His people to be the sin/guilt offering 

because the sin/guilt offering is the most set-apart, without blemish (See u'Yqra / 

Leviticus 6:25-30; 7:1-7). 

Consider :

7A brother does not redeem anyone at all, Neither give to Alahym a ransom for him; 

8For the redemption of their lives is costly, And it shall cease forever; 9That he should

Therefore, it is reckless to suggest that it is His people or the suffering of His people in 
the foretelling mentioned in YashaYahu/Isaiah 53, especially when all throughout the 
Turah and the Nabya'ym we see the hand of Yahuah punishing His people/^r their sins 
and guilt. How could we possibly be a set-apart sin/guilt offering? 

Sh'muth/Exodus 30:10 

"And Aharan shall make atonement upon its horns once a year with the blood of the sin 
offering of atonement - once a year he makes atonement upon it throughout your 
generations. It is most set-apart to 1Y1*- ." (See also u'Yqra 4; 6:25-30; 7:1-7, etc.)

Tor the life of the flesh is in the blood, and I have given it to you upon the slaughter- 
place to make atonement for your lives, for it is the blood that makes atonement for
